"You're wrong there," was the reply: "I 


am paid by the job," and here the elevator 
reached the ground floor. The messenger, 
w ho had taken his stand near the door, was 
the first man out, and before the car was 
empty he had entered a building two doors 
down the street.

In 
the first place, I have always been in the de- 
tail which delivers messages in the district 
which lies within a half dozen blocks of the 
Western Union building. In the fifteen years 
that I have been at the work I have delivered 
telegrams to about every Brm in the district 
and have come to know just where the ofBce 
of every one of them is located. 
This means 


a big saving in time, as a new man finds out 
after he has spent ten or fifteen minutes read- 
ing the directory In the hall of the building, 
asking questions of the elevator man or going 
from one room to another making inquiries. 


"Another way in which I have an advan- 


tage is that I know just where to get my 
book signed. The bashful 'greeners' will 
hang around until somebody takes notice of 
them, and the 'fresh' ones will interrupt a 
man who is adding up a column of figures, 
and get 'jumped' on. I always go to the 
right man at the right time, and will have 
three telegrams delivered before a new mes- 
senger gets rid of one." 


"Do you expect to stay in the business all 


your life?" seemed a natural question to ask. 


"Well, I don't see any way out of it. I 


make enough to keep my family, and that's 
more than I would be sure of doing as many 
other things. I have given my oldest boy a 
good common school education, and am going 
to make a messenger of hitn next summer 
I believe that it will give him a better busi- 
ness training than anything else would. He 
will get around everywhere, see everything, 
meet all kinds of people, learn how business 
is done, and get to be bright, sharp, quick 
and active. After he's been with the West- 
ern Union a few years I'll try to get him a 
place of the same kind in a broker's office. 
If he's the right sort he can get to be a clerk 
after a while, and sometimes brokers' messen- 
gers become partners in the Brm. Why 
shouldn't my boy be a Wall street millionaire 
some day?

About Sludge Acid. 


For many years persons dwelling in 


the vicinity of oil refineries have lick 
their noses and anathematized the furi 
ous smells that hovered thereabouts. 
The odor was chiefly caused by a vil- 
lainous substance called sludge acid. 
Port of the process of refining petroleum 
for illuminating consists in treating the 
distilled oil with sulphuric acid. 
The 


sulphuric acid separated the impurities 
from the oil, and loaded them upon itself. 
The result, sulphuric acid and petroleum 
refuse mixt d together, was the loud smell- 
ing sludge add. 
It ruined everything it 


touched. 
Jit Jersey City, when the 


refuse was permitted to overflow into 
the bay, it stuck to the bottom of tioats 
and impaired them, and colored the 
water a sickening, nasty black. Then it 
turned to a I lack waxy substance and 
sank in the mud. The worst that could 
bo said against sludge acid was not half 
bad enough. It was such a nuisance that 
the oil company loaded it upon n tank 
boat and shipped it far out into the 
ocean and poured it gently out to smut 
the face of old Neptune himself. 


One day an employe of the oil works 


poured some sludge acid into fresh water. 
Fresh sludgo acid runs out frothy. The 
man was surprised to see the acid sepa- 
rate itself into two parts. The sulphuric 
acid mingled with the water and made 
it weak aciil, that could be readily used 
in the refinery. The other part was oil, 
naturally not very clean or pure, but 
good enough to make an admirable fuel. 
Now the refineries have discovered that 
the offensive sludge acid is a very valu- 
able product. They cannot supply the 
demand for the low grade oil for fuel.

It is not true, fortunately. There is a 


simple physiological reason for wrinkles. 
Muscles shrink away for want of use. 
The skin over them grows loose and flab- 
by and hangs in folds. The remedy is 
plain. A little man in New York lately 
lay flat upon his back, arms extended. 
A 200 pound man stood upon his shoul- 
ders and the small man lifted him with 
the greatest ease. The slight, slender 
man was an athlete, who had got enor- 
mous strength in a simple way. His 
theory is that by merely exaggerating 
the normal movements of the body one 
may refill shrunken muscles and grow 
plump, active and strong. 


Now for the application.

powerfully and systematically in the 
same way that you have been exercising 
them in little, fretting, niggling move- 
ments all your life.

he eyes. 
As you do this, presa the 


finger tips lightly upon the bunch of 
muscles beneath the corner of each eye. 
This, persevered in, will in time remove 
he "crow's feet" about the eyes.

Our Militia Reserves. 


It is not altogether unpleasant to ob- 


serve from the report of the adjutant gen- 
eral that the United States, in case of 


war, 
could put into the field a force of 


nearly 7,500,000 men. Of actual enlist- 
ments in the armies of both sides in the 
late war there were not far from 2,600,000. 
In another war the north and south 
would be on one side, and we could 
throw into the field 5,000,000 men against 
any attacking force. The 7,500,000 esti- 
mate counts in only those between 18 
and 45. As a matter of fact, in onr war 
there were many both under and ovor 
the legal limit. 


The 
army of disciplined 
national 


guards is not large, in spite of the en- 
couragement given to it by both state 
and national governments of late years. 
It numbers only 103,292 men and 8,052 
officers, a little body with a big head. 
The number of officers is more imposing 
than the number of privates. There is 
an officer to every twelve men. 
The 


criticism German soldiers make on our 
army is that there are too many small 
officers. 
But this is a free country, 


where every soldier aspires to be a briga- 
dier general. 


New York has the most trained militia-

' What to do with No Man's Land puz- 
zles congress. 
No Man's Land is a tract 


containing about 4,500 square miles, 
bounded north by Kansas, east by Indian 
territory and south by Texas. Through 
an oversight it was not included within 
the boundaries of any definite survey. 
Mr. Plumb has moved in the senate to 
include it in Oklahoma. But this cannot 
be done, because it is 125 miles away 
from Oklahoma. 
Why not rechristen it 


Block Man's Land, parcel it into home- 
steads, and give it to the negroes who 
desire to emigrate from the south? At a 
mass meeting in Alabama not long since 
the colored people passed resolutions 
that they would gladly get away from 
the south if the way was open. If Black 
Man's Land were opened to them and as- 
sistance given to them both .from gov- 
ernmentand by private subscription, they 
would have a fair chance to show what 
they could do under most favorable cir- 
cumstances. 


Instead of becoming dearer in price, 


ice ought to become steadily cheaper. 
Even when frozen in the natural way 
and gathered from rivers, it is obtained 
very cheaply. The cutting and lifting 
are all done by machinery, and the ma- 
chinery itself is run by water power 
irom the river. One company in Maine 
las succeeded in cutting ice and loading 
t on board schooners ready for trons- 
Mi'tation at a cost of six cents a ton. 


Germany's Socialist Kmpcror.

The recent declara- 


ions of the emperor, therefore, advocat- 
ng out and out state socialism, may be 
considered in the nature of a remarkable 
•flop." since it Is not likely that William, 
utocratic as he is, would take a step of 
hat kind without being in accord with 
the chancellor. 


Bills have been introduced into bath 


houses of congress providing that the 
congressional districts in the states shal 
remain the same in boundary as they are 
now till after the elections to the Fifty- 
second congress. These bills are aimed 
at the "gerrymandering" schemes intro- 
duced into the legislatures of close states 
to affect the congressional elections. 
It 


will be interesting to note how far these 
bills will be considered an interference 
with state rights. 


Buffalo Jones. 


We have not only a Buffalo Bill but 


also a Buffalo Jones. The latter gentle- 
man is Mr. C. J. Jones, and he gets his 
name frotu being an enthusiastic breeder 
of the American bison, commonly called 
the buffalo. 


Senator Plumb has introduced into 


congress a bill granting to Mr, Jones for 
a term of years a strip of the neutral 
ground known as No Man's Land, south 
of the Kansas border. The land would 
be used by Mr. Jones for rearing bisons. 
He has now on his western land a herd 
of eighty, which he would remove to 
No Man's Land if the lease were granted 
to him. Jones is the only bison breeder 
in the world. He has made many at- 
tempts to cross the wild animal with the 
domestic cow. After repeated failures 
he succeeded in obtaining a cross be- 
tween the bison and breeds of short horn 
and Galway cattle. He showed the sen- 
ate committee some robes made of hides 
of the crossed animal. They are like the 
ordinary buffalo robe, but possessing a 
luster and varied color. 


Buffalo Jones says there are now only 


1,100 bisons left in America, and of these 
nearly 400 are in Manitoba and 500 are 
in captivity. The only native wild herd 
in the United States is that in Yellow- 
stone park, 300 in Dumber.
